A BiG BLAZE. 


Wheeling, West Virginia, Visited by 
the Fire Fiend. 

WHEELING, W. Va., May 31.—One of the 
heaviest fires occurring here for years broke 
out shortly before 4 o’clock this morning in 
the wholesale grocery and liquor store of M. 
Reilly, on Main street, north of Fourteenth.

at a very early period of bis life. It is known 
that he served a sentence in the Auburn Pen- 
itentiary, at Auburn, N. Y., for burglary.

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HoopLuMISM in St. Louis nas its eyes 
fixed this week upon the trial of Sima, the 
murderer of Officer DorAN. This infamous 
jail-bird, while escaping from an officer who 
was endeavoring to arrest him on the charge 
of violating the ordinance relative to firing 
pistols in the street, deliberately shot and 
killed a policeman who was eating a lunch in 
front of a saloon. Officer DORAN was killed, 
not because he was trying to make an arrest 
but because he wore a bine cost and was the 
natural enemy of the escaping thief. In the 
trial yesterday another criminal was brought 
forward to testify in the murderer’s defense. 
Circuit Attorney NORMILF attempted to bring 
out the fact that the witness was a creature 
without character, and Judge LAUGHLIN re- 
fused to have the questions put which would 
have broucht out the facts. It now looks as 
though the Judge would declare the city or- 
dinance under which the attempt was mace 
to arrest SHEA‘ unconstitutional, in which 
event he would. instruct the jury to bring in 
a verdict of accidental homicide in the case of 
the killing of DORAN.

Old Names and Memories of the Times 
That Tried Men’s Souls. 


Now that it is the fashion to revive old 
memories of Camp Jackson, the following 
roster of the “Minute Men’’ of St. Louis will 
make an admirable supplement’ to 
General Frost’s history of the surrender of 
the camp. It has not been printed before. 
The roll was found among the papers of a 


gentieman lately deceased, in whose 
possesison it bas been since it 
was captured at Camp Jackson. 


It will be remembered that the Minute Men, 
as they called themselves, was an organiza- 
tion half militia and half secret society, mus- 
tered into the service of the State. Thev were, 
as the “basis of principles’? which heads the 


rol} indicates, strongly Southern’ in 
their sympathies, and they were 
organized chiefly for the purpose 


of capturing the United States Arsenal here 
and the stores in it. The fourth general 
order issued by Gen. Frost, dated January 8, 
1861, ordersthe troops to assemble at their 
headquarters as soon as thev hear ‘‘the 
church bells sound s# continual peal inter- 
rupted by pauses of five minutes.” 
The bells which were to do 
this ringing were those of the Catholic 
churches, but Archbishop Kenrick forbade 
the ringing. It was from their supposed 
ability to concentrate at once that the com- 
any took their name of “Minute Men.”

Mansion. the northwest corner of Eighth and 
Pine streets.

That in the event of a disruption of this 
Union the honor and safety of Missouri 
impel her to espouse the cause of the South- 
ern States, and in such case, we, should en- 
deavor to uvite all the slave-holdiscg States 
in one confederacy.

Survival of a Man Into Whose Brain a 
Breech-Pin Had Passed. 
From the Denver Tribune. 

There appeared in the rotunda of the Wind- 
sor Hotei jast night a gentleman who attract- 
ed no little attention and comment. Not that 
he was odd in makeup or eccentricin de- 
meanor, but because he bore on his forehead 
the gnastly mark of a miraculous escape from 
death. Everybody who noticed the long red 
line looked a second and third time, and 
looking, suggested that the man had some- 
thing interesting in his history. An inquiry 
atthe desk revealed the fact that he was a 
New York journalist, the editor of the Gas- 
tronomist, and that his name was John J. 
Kempster. Upon solicitation Mr. Kemp- 
sterto'd a reporter the story of the wound. 

It occurred while he was duck-shooting in 
New Jersey onthe 231 of September, 1880. 
Said Mr. Kempster: “I wandered into the 
marshes about a mile and a half from the lit- 
tle village and fina'lp obtained a good shot at 
a flotk of ducks who were swimming ina 
spallow siough. I fired, and that wus the last 
I remembered for sometime. When I recov- 
ered consciousness [ was lying flat on my 
back, the sun beating downonme. I knew 
thet | was wounded, utfor many minutes 
could not imagine wherethe injury was. 
Better sense came tome siowly and with it 


strength. I feit something trickling down 
my forehead, and putting up my hand 
touched a thin coating that proved 
to be mingled blood and brains. 


Then I appreciated that the cun had ex- 
ploded or discharged itself through the 
breach, andthat something had penetrated 
my forehead. I raised my band a second 
time, and feit the smu!ler end of a breech-pin 
protruding from my head. I immediately 
thought all was up, and commenced to make 
my peace with Godin prayer. I grew stronger 
and more eonscious of my condition, how- 
ever, and in the hope of securing surgical aid 
that might save wy life, I struggled to my 
feet. A heaviness, as if my brain cavitv was 
filed with lead, was ail that I suffered. 
Everything appeared aatural to me; the trees, 
the shrubbery, and the marshes, and even the 
path I had taken was distinet to my mind. I 
was even thoughtful enough to pick up the 
broken gun and examine it. The stock was 
separated from the barrels—imbedded in my 
brain was the absent breech-pin. 

**) walked back to tne viliagwe. It seemed 
an age wvefore I got there, the invisible weight 
on my head bending my knees and bearing 
me tothe ground. I never rested, thouch, 
but kept on, with only 2 vague hope for life 
encouraging me. When I arrived at the hotel 
where I was stopping the people, seeing me, 
fied as if a ghost were awprosching through 
the daylight.
